homo, UOl Wait North street, In tbe B5tb 
year of big age, tally conscious to tbo last 
of bis condition and fully resigned to tbe 
Inevitable. On January 3d laic Mr. Tay- 
lor wbllo up tow > slipped and fell on a 
pavomout, with tbo result that one arm 
was sovorol.v' jjared. Since that accident 
which «avj bis nervous system a severe 
shook, Mr. Taylor bad boon In poor boaltb, 
and about a month ago be suffered an 
attack of the heart In tbe nature of nou- 
r.ilglo pains. He experlonecd a second at- 
tack of tbo same nature, and has been 
confined to bis bed for three weeks. Tbe 
best of physicians attended him and bis 
devoted wife and children gave blni con- 
stant and loving attention. Mr. Taylor 
was n man of retirlngdlspositlon.

Springfield, 111., June 5.—The regular 


session of the fortieth general assemblj 
came to a close last night. The house 
was in sess'on with only two short re 
cesses from 9 o'clock In tho morning tc 
long after midnight. It was a busy 
noisy.esoltlng day. Aside from the Allen 
street railway bill, the anti-departmen 
store bill and tbe senatorial apportion 
roent mnasnre, bills were disposed of with 
comparatively little debate. It was a day 
of monotonous roll calls. 


Great interest was manifested by tbe 


public lu tbe evening sessions of both 
hanses. The galleries were filled and al 
available space on the floors was occupied 
The spectators were largely women, am 
most of them remained until tbe smal. 
hours of tbe morning. 
At 9:30 the clock 


In tbe bouse was turned back an hour, 
This was ominous. It meant tbat tbe ses 
slon would last at least until after 13 
o'clock. At 11 the hands were given an 
other backward turn of half an hour. 
The voices of the regular clerks gave oui 
and their places were filled by volu nteers 
from among tbe members. The chair 
was occupied during the evening by Mr. 
Ooohran. 


All hope of a rcapportlonment of tbe 


state at the present session disappeared 
early last evening with the defeat of the 
senatorial apportionment bill, by a vote 
of 55 yeas to 85 nays. This was done at 
the conclusion of a long debate led ofl by 
Merriarn (Bep.)wbo declared that tbe bli: 
did not comply with tbe requirements of 
ihe constitution, and that It was unfair. 
3tber speeches against the bill were made 
by Howe, Metcalf, Bryan and Biokner. 
Allen of Vermilion, made a strong plea 
Tor tbe bill. When tbe roll was called on 
the passage of tbe bill, tbe Republican 
side went to pieces

against the bill: Bryan, Buokner, Daugh 
erty, Dlneerr, Fuller, Hammers, Hunter 
Toy, Klrby, Kohlstadt, Lyon, Merriaui, 
Merrill, Metoalf, Morey, Murray of Stork, 
Powell of Cook, Rowe, Shanahan, Steen 
Tisdel, Ward and Wood—23.

eglslaturo to pass apportionment bills. 
EJowever, the legislature Is responsible to 
tho people for its conduct and.

apportionment bills." 


Tho Allon street railway bill as amend- 


ed by the senate now luofen only tbe gov- 
ernor's signature to make it a law. Tho 
rill was passed by tbo senate by a vote of 
33 to 12, and the amendments were oon- 
inrred in by the bouse by a vote of 82 to 
re. The bill is not a radical measure, 
aud will no doubt be signed by Governor 
Tanner. Its chief provision is tbat which 
illows tbe common councils of cities to 
extend existing franchises for fifty yeais 
nsteod of twenty years. The whole mat- 
ter of tbe granting of franchises and the 
emulation of street railways Is left to the 
common council.
